Pretty Daughters, Who Barely Escaped Bomb, 


The Commencement Season. 


In tlie commencement season, of which we are now in the 


midst, many good and-wise words are spoken to classes grad- 
ua'ting'fro rntlie high schools, colleges and universities. Those 
wljo have gone before (hem.over'the road of preparation foi 
life|s work and who'have had experience in the practical reali- 
ties'of; life point out the pathways-to success, the obstacles to 
be: overcome and the pitfalls to be avoided, realizing mean- 
while that.every individual must make his way in the world 
largely in.his own way and receive his practical education at 
the hands of the greatest of all teachers, experience. 


Yet the.^ords of the speakers are well worth pondering, foi 


these-men-have had experience, and it is the part of wisdom 
to profit by. the experience1 of others. By following the trail 
so far as it has been blazed one sooner reaches the point where 
he>may begin the blazing of a trail for those who are to 
fol- 


low him. 


The address to the graduating class of the College of the 


City of New York was given by Governor Glynn, who urged 
upon the young men that each blaze his own individual way in 
life. He pointed to men who have accomplished large things 
in spite of serious handicaps, and this because they "were not 
indifferent' to the magic of work or the potency of drudgery." 


•The governor said that the great trouble with college men 


today is that they want to go too fast; they want to fly before 
they can creep, and to be'$ 10,000 men before they are 3o-cent 
apprentices. He urged them as go'od citizens to take an in- 
terest in politics and not to stand aloof from public affairs 
because there is so much in the political life of (he times that 
is reprehensible. 


This was sound advice. H is better for a young man not to 


overreach in his efforts to succeed, but to.make sure of his 
ground as he goes along. There is a magic in work and a 
potency in drudgery, and all trite success comes through Ihose 
channels, though many limes it does not seem so to Hie on- 
looker. To the young man or woman with a college educa- 
tion, a willingness to work .and a disposition to meet the prob- 
lems of life in the right spirit the present offers a vast and in- 
viting field for endeavor and success, and the public can there- 
fore join the school and college' faculties in bidding Godspeed 
to the classes now leaving the doors of the educational insti- 
tutions of the land. 


In Philadelphia Sunday many church pulpits were occupied 


by physicians who discussed topics pertaining to health and 
morals. Well, "Heal the sick" is one of the commands to the 
church, but it is reasonable-to assuftfethat when the command 
was given it was not supposed llmfthis'.would be the method.
